Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claims 3,11 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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There are antecedent basis for the following terms or 
recitation : 

1) CLaim 3, line 7; " said transmission layer ". 

2) Claim 3, line 9-10; " said intelligent layer ". 

3) Claim 11, line 3; " said service control network ". 

8. Claims 3,11 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Hasenauer et al, Morrisey, and Riskin all teach the 
communication method for providing information to the service 
provider . 

None of prior arts teaches the communication method and apparatus 
for providing information in an intelligent network including a 
transmission layer having a user terminal and a switching system 
connected through a first network and an intelligent layer 
connected to the transmission layer through a second network for 
issuing a connection command of a line to the transmission layer 
comprising entering a connection number of the user terminal by

a user and a time to receive the information providing service 
into a user database and automatically connecting the user
